Comments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 25 August 2008, with respect to 35 
U.S.C. 103 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 103 
rejections of the Office action of 27 May 2008 have been withdrawn. This application is 
in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters. 

Specification 

The following objections are reiterated from the previous Office action : 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

There are drawings embedded in the specification on pages 31 and 33 (see the 
most recent version of the specification filed on 1 July 2005). 

These drawings are partially cut off on the right side of the figure. 

Page 8 of the specification has the grammatical inconsistency on line 4, "the 
codons encoding each amino acid [amino acid] in the sequence." 

Page 14, line 8 has the units inconsistency, "A 10 §\ aliquot..." 

Page 17, line 7 has the units inconsistency, "A 10 §\ aliquot..." 

Page 41, line 16 has an ending to a sentence with two periods. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

It should be noted that the Remarks of the Applicant are technically not fully 
responsive because they fail to address these objections. Consequently, in the 
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absence of arguments or amendments to overcome these objections, they are 
maintained. However, in the interest of advancing prosecution, the application is 
examined as it stands. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 02-1 1 2 are allowed. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a method for analyzing a polynucleotide 
by comparing the calculated masses with the measured (i.e. expressed) masses 
wherein masses of the two or more polypeptides are obtained from DIFFERENT 
reading frames. The claims are fully enabled, have utility, and are statutory (i.e. there is 
a physical step of expression).
